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Campus  Saddened 
By  Priest's  Death 


The  Rev.  Albert  M.  Gordon,  assistant  professor  of  Economics,  and 
beloved  member  of  the  faculty  died  suddenly,  Friday  morning,  Dec.  16, 
at  eight  o'clock  following  a  heart  attack  suffered  earlier  that  morning. 


He  was  40  years  old. 

Father  Gordon  was  born  at 
Saginaw,  Mich.,  Feb.  19,  1909,  and 
entered  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood  at  St.  Mary's  Preparatory 
Seminary,  Burkettsville,  Ohio,  in 
1924.  He  studied  here  from  1925 
to  1929,  and  was  ordained  priest 
of  the  Society  at  St.  Charles  Semi¬ 
nary,  Carthagena,  Ohio,  May  12, 
1935. 

In  1936  Father  Gordon  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  local  faculty.  Short¬ 
ly  after  coming  to  Collegeville,  he 
founded  the  Commerce  Club,  and 
served  as  its  moderator  until  he 
was  given  leave  of  absence  to 
pursue  higher  studies  in  Econo¬ 
mics  at  Catholic  University,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C. 

At  the  university,  last  spring, 
Father  Gordon  had  nearly  com¬ 
pleted  the  requirements  for  the 
Ph.D.  degree.  His  doctoral  thesis 
had  been  prepared,  and  he  had  re¬ 
cently  been  arranging  publishing 
details  of  his  dissertation. 

The  heart  attack  which  ended  his 
life  came  unexpectedly.  Last 
spring,  Father  Gordon  suffered  a 
severe  attack,  but  had  recovered 
sufficiently  to  meet  his  classes 
last  fall  and  to  serve  as  moderator 
of  the  Commerce  Club.  He  had 
been  in  apparent  good  health  up 
to  the  morning  of  his  death. 

A  solemn  Requiem  Mass  was 
offered  in  the  College  Chapel, 
Monday,  Dec.  19,  with  the  Very 
Rev.  Alfred  Zanolar,  president  of 
the  College,  as  celebrant  and 
eulogist.  Funeral  Mass  and  inter¬ 
ment  took  place  Tuesday,  Dec.  20, 
at  St.  Charles  Seminary,  Cartha¬ 
gena.

A.A.  Ex-President 
Dies  at  Richmond 

St.  Joseph's  College  Alumni 
Association  lost  one  of  its  most 
enthusiastic  supporters  on  Dec.  24 
when  death  came  to  Henry  F. 
Contant,  at  Richmond,  Ind. 

Born  at  Ft.  Wayne,  Henry  came 
to  Collegeville  in  Sept.  1910  and 
was  a  student  here  until  the 
spring  of  1913.  Soon  afterward  he 
took  employment  with  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Railroad  and  remained 
with  them  until  his  death,  except 
for  a  period  of  two  years  in  the 
armed  forces  in  World  War  I.  He 
was  successively  engineer  on  the 
Grand  Rapids,  St.  Louis  and  Col¬ 
umbus,  and  Ft.  Wayne  divisions, 
and  for  many  years  was  road 
foreman  of  engineers. 

He  was  the  moving  spirit  behind 
the  organization  of  the  Ft.  Wayne 
Chapter,  and  took  a  lively  interest 
in  all  its  activities.  In  1946  he 
was  elected  1st  Vice  President  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  and  in 
the  following  year  was  chosen 
President.  As  leader  of  the  alumni, 
he  addressed  the  graduates  on 
Commencement  Day,  1948. 

The  Very  Rev.  Alfred  Zanolar, 
president  of  St.  Joseph’s,  repre¬ 
sented  the  College  at  the  Funeral 
Mass  on  Dec.  27. 

Surviving  to  mourn  Henry’s 
passing  are  his  wife  and  one  son, 
the  Rev.  Robert  Contant,  '43,  as¬ 
sistant  at  St.  Vincent’s,  Elkhart.

Who  Will  Say  “Yes”? 

According  to  records,  within  the  past  six  weeks  at  least 
15  St.  Joe  men  have  flatly  refused  to  lead  a  particular  group, 
or  accept  a  responsibility  to  achieve  an  objective  easily  within 
the  level  of  realization. 

At  least  four  other  men,  elected  or  appointed  to  positions 
of  leadership  either  by  the  students  themselves  or  by  faculty 
counsellors,  resigned  their  positions  when  the  first  lines  of 
resistence  to  their  leadership  were  encountered.  They  folded 
under  the  first  pressure. 

The  same  records  show  that  this  “folding”  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  by  much  criticism  of  a  very  cynical  sort,  manifest¬ 
ing  that  both  leaders  and  led  are  or  are  fast  becoming  the 
victims  of  a  defeatist  attitude  which,  if  unchecked,  always 
ends  in  DEFEAT  itself. 

This  is  clearly  an  anomaly! 

Youth,  young  men,  are  usually  the  first  to  lay  claim  to 
clear-sightedness,  and  idealism,  and  this  not  only  in  theory, 
but  in  external  behavior.  Nietzsche  speaks  of  youth  as  those 
'“who  form  the  first  generation  of  fighters  and  dragon-slayers.” 
It  is  a  young  man’s  mission  “to  shake  to  their  foundations 
the  present  corruptions  of  wealth  and  culture,  and  erect  love 
and  vision  in  place  of  a  rococo  mass  of  selfishness  and 


We — this  campiis — needs  both  ideals  and  men  to  bear 
ideals.  It’s  high  time  we  junk  our  individual,  cheap  attempts 
at  pseudo-realism,  which  is  just  another  term  for  narrow,  short¬ 
sighted  individual  megalomania. 

There’s  a  TEAM  fighting  its  way  around  the  country. 
Don’t  criticize  it !  Cheer  for  it ! 

There’s  a  Student  Council  elected  to  represent  you.  Don’t 
tear  it  down !  Make  it  represent  you.  This  means  that  you  must 
be  POSITIVE  in  making  your  plans  and  needs  known. 

There’s  a  TRIDUUM  in  honor  of  St.  Joseph  for  accredi¬ 
tation.  Don’t  look  for  the  two  reasons  why  you  just  can’t 
make  it.  Find  the  50  good  reasons  for  making  it. 

There’s  a  Lake  County  Club  Dance,  a  Regional  Congress  of 
NFCCS,  a  line-up  of  speakers  and  entertainers  for  STUDENT 
ASSEMBLIES.  Again,  any  mica-brain  will  be  able  to  gather 
from  his  own  limited  ego  the  two  or  three  negative  reasons 
why  these  things  are  no  good,  and  are  to  be  boycotted. 

It  takes  a  man  of  values,  a  man  of  ideals,  to  see  the  little 
good  in  each  which  goes  to  make  the  GREAT  GOOD  of  all.

Essay,  Fiction 
Contests  Start 


The  annual  notice  of  the  Alumni 
Essay  Contest  and  the  Mary  J. 
Pursley  Award  for  Creative  Writ¬ 
ing  was  given  this  week  by  the 
Rev.  Rufus  Esser  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  contests.  Entries  must  be 
submitted  by  May  15  to  be  eli¬ 
gible  for  a  prize. 

A  first  prize  of  $25,  and  a  sec¬ 
ond  prize  of  $15  are  being  offered 
in  the  Alumni  Essay  Contest.  Each 
entry  must  be  a  formal  (factual) 
essay  of  approximately  1,600 
words.  The  subject  matter  is  not 
restricted  in  any  way,  but  the 
essay  must  have  literary  merit; 
that  is,  attention  must  be  given 
to  interest,  organization  of  ma¬ 
terial,  diction,  style,  and  some  im¬ 
press  of  the  author’s  mind. 

Compositions  which  merit  classi¬ 
fication  as  “creative  writing”  will 
be  considered  in  judging  entries 
for  the  Mary  J.  Pursley  Award. 
The  entry  may  take  the  form  of 
a  short  story,  a  one-act  play  (or 
longer  play),  a  personal  or  famil¬ 
iar  essay,  a  poem  of  at  least  14 
lines. 

General  instructions  for  the  con¬ 
tests  follow;  1)  Both  contests  are 
open  to  all  students.  2)  Entries 
must  be  original,  and  may  not  in¬ 
clude  a  previous  winner.  3)  More 
than  one  entry  may  be  submitted 
for  the  same  contest,  but  a  differ¬ 
ent  pen-name  must  be  used  for 
each.  4)  Three  typed,  double¬ 
spaced  copies  must  be  submitted 
(carbon  copies  are  acceptable). 
5)  The  title  page  must  carry  the 
title,  pen-name,  and  name  of  the 
contest.  6)  Inclose  a  slip  of  paper 
bearing  pen-name  and  real  name 
in  an  envelope.  Seal  envelope,  and 
on  the  outside  write  the  title  of 
entry  and  pen-name.  V)  Entries 
and  the  sealed  envelopes  are  to  be 
given  to  Father  Esser  or  to  any 
other  English  instructor  who  will 
relay  them  to  Father  Esser.  8) 
Entries  will  be  judged  on  their 
literary  matter  and  form,  but  a 
reasonable  degree  of  neatness  in 
general  format  and  of  precision 
in  typing  is  expected.  Conspicuous 
untidiness  and  excessive  embroid¬ 
ering  are  to  be  avoided.
